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Our health logic deficit 


Is gambling the appropriate model for health care? 


FOR SO LONG NOW, MANY 
Albertans have seen Ralph Klein as 
one of them: just an ordinary guy 
who has the best interests of the 
ordinary man and woman at heart. 
But now he’s gambling with 
Medicare. If he wins, ordinary 
Albertans will be the losers. 

He can afford to gamble with our 
most prized social program because 
he knows that, whatever the out- 
come, lie won't suffer. He will never 
have to wait more than a few min- 
utes for any medical treatment he 
might need. Certain corporate 
shills, university professors, and 
newspaper columnists who 
applaud him for his “reforms” 
won't suffer either. They all have 
substantial incomes and rich bene- 
fits packages that let them feeling 
confident they can weather any 
health problem. If they need 
physio, eye glasses, prescription 
drugs—no problem. One thousand 
dollars for an MRI? No problem. A 
few thousand more for an instant 
hip replacement? No sweat. 

Ralph talks about “reforming 
Medicare” because it sounds so 
much nicer than “wrecking 
Medicare.” Not many Albertans 
would go for that. But that is, 
indeed, what he seems intent on 
doing. 

The arguments he uses are so 
perverse it’s hard for any reason- 
able person to keep up. First of all. 
Klein says that the government 
simply cannot afford our-current 
Medicare system. It costs so much 
money, he says, the government 
will eventually go broke if we don’t 
find other ways to pay for it. So he 
proposes that some of the costs for 
medical treatment be dumped onto 
individuals. At least the govern- 
ment won't go broke, though Al 
and Bertha might if they need pre- 

_ scription drugs, home care, or long- 
term care. Thanks a lot Ralph, for 
making sure government has lots of 

even if ordinary folks don’t. 
ae of Ralph’s favourite 
‘solutions is “private investment” in 


health care. Sounds like big busi- 
ness is going to pay for our hospi- 
tals and all that expensive equip 
ment inside. Then, we simply go 
there with our health care cards 
and Medicare covers everything we 
need. We won't have to pay a cent 
from our own pockets. Who could 
argue with that? But what's he real- 
ly talking about? Subsidizing pri- 
vate sector for-profit health care 
corporations with taxpayers’ 
money. 

The weird thing about this solu- 
tion is that the government (taxpay- 
ers) will end up paying way more 
than it currently does for health 
care. This has been demonstrated 
over and over again in various 
parts of the world (such as 
England, Australia, the 
US). If the government 
can’t afford health 
care now, how 
will it possi- 
bly 


afford health care provided by cor- 
porations who need to turn a prof- 
it? Thanks again. Ralph, for looking 
after those who least need to be 
looked after. 

Ralph has even threatened that 
Alberta will go it alone if need be, 
that this province will forgo federal 
funds so it can opt out of the 
Canada Health Act and establish 
private clinics where people can 
pay for hip or knee surgery on the 
spot. This is the wackiest 
argument of them 
all—does he 
really 
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believe that Albertans are going to 
agree to turn down federal funding 
for Medicare so the wealthy among 
us can go to a private clinic and pay 
to get their surgery before everyone 
else? Wouldn’t that mean that ordi- 
nary Albertans would have to 
make up for the shortfall in federal 
funding with higher health care 
premiums? And does Ralph really 
believe, as he says, that introducing 
private, pay-as-you-go clinics will 
shorten waiting lists? How could it? 
The surgeons at the private clinic 
will simply spend less time work- 
ing in public hospitals. This won't 
shorten waiting lists; it will only 
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give some people—those with 
money—priority over others 

The really sad thing about all this 
is that Ralph has influence, and the 
Alberta government has the finan- 
cial clout, to develop truly innova- 
tive ways to reform Medicare 
Alberta could lead the way; it could 
become a shining example for the 





provision of quality medical care 
for everyone, regardless of income. 
Alberta could rewrite the book on 
prudent, efficient ways to fund 
public health care insurance 

Instead, Ralph struts around pre- 
miers’ conferences saying the most 
ridiculous things: at the last one he 
went so far as to say that if people 
are allowed to gamble their money 
away at casinos they should be 
allowed to spend their own money 
on health care. Huh? It seems that, 
in “Ralph's World,” we're all just 
crazy gamblers with buckets of 
money to spend. But what if you 
don’t have the money to throw it 
away on VLTs or to pay for a hip 
replacement?

Maybe Ralph is just bluffing. 
Maybe these crazy ideas are just his 
way of forcing the federal govern- 
ment to ante up more money to the 
provinces for health care. Perhaps 
it’s just his way of forcing a fight 
with Ottawa. That always looks 
good during the lead up toa 
provincial election. Let’s hope so. 
Otherwise it appears as though 
Ralph has lost his marbles, and has 
spent far too much time listening to 
those well-heeled friends of his 
who stand to benefit from all these 
crazy ideas, and not enough time 
listening to the ordinary Albertans 
who will surely only lose out.

Going without your car for one day 
may introduce you to your future 


THE AMERICAN DREAM OF A 
suburban home with two cars in the 
garage is now being sold worldwide 
as the one true measure of success. 
Multinational corporations see the 
emerging middle classes of Asia and 
Eastern Europe as a goldmine. In 
China, more than two million auto- * 
mobiles have been purchased since 
2002, with a growth rate of 80 per- 
cent in 2003. Those achieving the 
American Dream now face the asso- 
ciated afflictions of this “success”: 
obesity, stress, air pollution, crash 
mortalities, and the social isolation 
that comes with driving. Welcome to 
the good life! 

Of course, even those who have 
achieved this benchmark are forced 
to wonder how long it will last. The 
private automobile is already 
responsible for 40 percent of global 
warming and ground ozone (smog) 
air pollution, the obliteration of vast 
green spaces (a third of the real 
estate in the typical American city), 
and the staggering amount of suffer- 
ing caused by traffic related death. 
Cars kill more than 3,000 people 
daily, a death toll that equals “a 9/11 
tragedy every day,” according toa 
2003 UN report. 

The dream of car ownership will 
expand as long as oil stays plentiful 
and cheap. But geologists and econ- 
omists who study the oil business 
have recently published a slew of 
books with charming titles, like The 
End of Oil, that warn us that we will 
very soon, or may already have, 
reached peak global oil production 
and thus create a situation in which 
supplies diminish while demand in 
Asia spikes. The combination will 
raise prices beyond anything we 
have seen so far. 


THE NEW EARTH DAY? 
Most of us now understand that 
we face an environmental crisis, and 
many suspect that our car-depen- 
dent lifestyle is at the core of this cri- 
sis. But we feel powerless to do any- 


thing about it. Most cities offer few 
mobility options besides the ever-pre- 
sent automobile-centered transport 
infrastructure. Advertisers spend bil- 
lions convincing us we cannot possi- 
bly live without the status symbol of a 
new car. Cars are the third most 
advertised product, after alcohol and 
tobacco.

Enter World Carfree Day. While 
Earth Day in the US has become a 
largely under-attended, uninspired, 
and even corporate-polluter-spon- 
sored event, World Carfree Day is a 
relatively new celebration that tackles 
one of our biggest environmental 
problems head-on while it gives us a 
glimpse of an easier, more joyous way 
of living. 

World Carfree Day is a celebration 
of ecological mobility and livable 
cities that will be held internationally 
on Sept. 22, 2004. The idea is simple. 
Neighbourhoods, communities, and 
cities encourage people to leave their 
cars at home for just one day a year. 

The first European Car Free Day 
was held in France in 1998 and was a 
huge success. Restaurants set up shop 
on the sidewalks while children 
played safely in the streets. People 
were able to walk at liberty on safe 
streets, visit with neighbours and 
make new friends, much like their 
urban ancestors did just 100 years 
ago. The event proved to be not only 
an ecological success, but also a way 


for the community to celebrate its con- 
nections in public spaces without fear 
of being killed by speeding automo- 
biles. The day was unique for urban 
dwellers—stress free. 


CONSTITUTIONALLY CAR-FREE 

In 2003, more than 723 cities and 
towns in Europe participated in Car 
Free Day. This year, cities in 
Argentina, Brazil, Canada, Colombia, 
and Taiwan will officially join the 
party. In Bogota, Columbian voters 
have incorporated into their constitu- 
tion four car-free days each year. In 
2004, Erika Jangen, directorate general 
for environment with the Euro) 
Commission, expects the number of 
Participating cities internationally to 
reach 1,000. 

The goal is not just to get people 
out of their cars for one day. 
Organizers hope to show their cities 
and towns in another light due to 
reduced motorized traffic 
within restricted areas, 
and to inform city- 
dwellers of mobility 
options and the risks 
connected with auto- 
spewed air pollu- 
ton. Participating 
cities launch at least 
one new perma- 
nent improve- 
ment in their tran- 
sit, bicycle, or 
pedestrian system 
during the week. 


CARFREE NETWORK 
In late July, a deter- 

mined group of urban 
planners, architects, policy 
makers, academics, and 
activists from 21 nations 
gathered in Berlin for the 
fourth annual “Toward 
Carfree Cities” confer- 
ence. Experts included 
Jangen, Joel Crawford, 
author of Car Free 
Cities, and Derek 
Turner—the “Elvis” 
of sustainable trans- 
portation who 
planned and successful- 
ly implemented 
London's successful con- 
gestion pricing scheme 
that reduced traffic in 


Central London by 60,000 cars a4 a 
C ion pricing has improv 
awe See pollution and 
noise in the district, and raised 
US$126 million annually that will be 
spent on improving transit in London. 
“The problems created by cars and 
oil consumption are so glaringly obvi- 
ous today that a global movement to 
address the issue is beginning to 
thrive,” said Jason Kirkpatrick, confer- 
ence organizer and former vice- 
mayor of Arcata, California. “We will 
not find our way out of this smog and 
traffic-filled malaise until we remake 
our cities for people and not for cars.” 
The ideas generated and the orga- 
nizing by this growing network of liv- 
able-city advocates might just hold 
the keys to finding 






lems presented by cars. Creating 
ivable cities, where children can safe- 
ly ride bikes and play in the streets, 
where the air is clean and the noise 
reduced to the chatting neighbours 
and the laughter of kids, will goa 
long way toward protecting the 
ecosystem we all depend on for sur- 
vival. Carfree cities might just make 
our everyday lives more safe, healthy 
and enjoyable—at least for a day.

THOSE OF YOU THAT DRIVE 
may have experienced this feeling: 
you're floating down the 98 Ave. hill 
at night, and, as you look across the 
North Saskatchewan to the lights of 
downtown Edmonton, for a moment 
you're actually a part of a Gotham- 

_ esque megalopolis. Pedestrians can 
Tecall this feeling from catching a 
glimpse of downtown at dusk 
through the trees of the River Valley. 

It's as though you've puta filter 
over your eyes and everything looks 
better and filled with more promise 
and adventure than usual. 

It’s the same sensation you get 
while reading The Coyote Kings of the 
Space-Age Bachelor Pad, a science fic- 
tion/ fantasy novel set in our very 
own fair city. 

The Coyote Kings is novelist 
Minister Faust’s (aka Malcolm 
Azania, also an educator, broadcast- 
er, community activist and most 
recently an NDP candidate in the 
Federal election) first published 
novel. His decision to root the novel 
in his hometown, retaining such 
details as the name “Whyte Avenue,” 
was a natural one, and part of his 
overall reasoning that a fantasy novel 
should ultimately, “Bring you back to 
the critical issues of our time”. 

And while Coyote Kings succeeds in 
this, it is by no means sullen or drea- 
ry. On the contrary, the collective dis- 
positions of no less than twelve char- 
acters, all of whom speak in the first 
person, keep the reader interested 
with their idi ies and wit—or 
stupidity and lack of insight. 

The main character, Hamza 
Achmed Qebhsennuf Senesert, intro- 
duces himself to us in a chapter enti- 
fled “I Wash Dishes for Scum Bags.”

IN 1970, PROMOTERS THOR 
Eaton and Ken Walker decided to 
one-up Woodstock by announcing 
a series of festivals across Canada, 
to take place in Toronto, Winnipeg 
and Calgary. The musicians trav- 
eled on a special train that wound 
its way from festival to festival, 
stocked to the ceiling with food, 
drinks, musical equipment, plus 
participants like the Grateful Dead, 
Janis Joplin, the Band, Flying 
Burrito Brothers, lan and Sylvia, 
Buddy Guy, and New Riders of the 
Purple Sage. 

It was a lavish, over-the-top event 
that pulled lousy attendance and 
angry protests from hippies as the 


train made it’s way across the 
prairies, causing Eaton and Walker 
to lose their shirts. 

Footage of the now largely for- 
gotten event, recently recovered 
after languishing in closets and 
basements through North America, 
was finally cobbled together into 
this film. 

Sound like someone's nightmar- 
ish vision of Big Chill nostalgia? 
No, no, a thousand times no! Sure, 
there's lots of wacky, swaying hip- 
pie action, but what we have here is 
not just a time capsule overview of 
an era, but a look at a group of per- 
formers near the top of their game. 
Band fans take note: for anyone 
used to the glossy, polite version of 
the group seen in The Last Waltz, 
Festival Express is sure to be a reve- 
lation as they hammer through a 
careening, all stops pulled take of 
“Slipping and Sliding.”

Joplin is 
frankly incredible; the camera locks 
in as she gasps, pleads, moans and 
shrieks while an incredibly psychic 
back up group (Full Tilt Boogie 
Band) follows her through two 
incendiary numbers: “Tell Mama” 
and “Cry Baby.” Even the meander- 
ing, spaced out Dead manage a 
goofy charm, working their way 
through numbers from their rootsy 
American Beauty and Workingman’s 
Dead albums. Everyone is in peak 
form, and the sound is surprisingly 
top quality. 

The real story, however, was the 
endless jam session on the train. 
Relentless guitar picking seemed to 
have been the order of the day, but 
a few members of Buddy Guy’s 
band manage to string together a 
horn section for some sizzling funk. 
A completely hammered Rick 
Danko of the Band leads Joplin plus 
the Dead’s Bob Weir and Jerry 
Garcia in a hilarious group mas- 
sacre of Ain’t No More Cane. The 
fun never stops, and footage of the 
musicians hanging out, playing 
music and getting wasted is not 
exaggerated; the substance abuse 
reached such proportions that the 
train had to make an unscheduled 
stop in Saskatoon to re supply. 
Craziness prevails elsewhere: 
Walker takes a swing at Calgary’s 
mayor, angry hippies charge the 
Toronto police demanding free 
entrance, and, horror of horrors, 
‘50s revival act Sha Na Na is 
allowed to play a set. Sha Na Na! 
Were the hard-learned lessons of 
Woodstock not heeded? 

Narrated in rambling fashion by 
Walker with Woodstock—like split 
screens and a few glad affirmations 
from Bob Weir, Sylvia Tyson plus a 
few others, Festival Express is, off the 
starting line, already one of the best 
music documentaries from that era. 
See it for Joplin and the Band, if 
nothing else, but definitely see it.

TOM CRUISE USED TO REPRE- 
sent a dividing line between movie- 
goers. Films like Risky Business, 
Cocktail, Days of Thunder, and more 
than anything, Top Gun, created a 
mainstream All-American boy 
image that people either love or 
hate. Regardless, he’s skilled at 
manipulating that image. 
_His first crack at it was in ‘89 
vhen he piled on make-up and 
d a wheelchair-bound war 
in Born on the Forth of July. 
When this transparent attempt to

The conversation between the two 
that opens the movie is captivating.

While Vincent forces Max into a 
hell-ride with cops (including one 
played by Mark Ruffalo) and gang- 
sters on their trail, the two try to 
solve each other. Max’s inability to 
realize his dream and Vincent's 
walled psyche shape the dynamic. 

Although Vincent's a focused 
killing machine, he’s also as cool and 
likable as other Mann villains. He’s 
that cold-blooded murderer who's 
also a jazz aficionado and a master 
of the snappy comeback. Max asks 
him, “You just met him once and 
you killed him like that?” to which 
he replies, “What? I should only kill 
people after I get to know them?” 

Although Vincent lacks the depth 
of, say, DeNiro’s character in Heat, 
the bizarre inter-dependent relation- 
ship between he and Max is the crux 
of the film. It’s much more interest- 
ing than the standard cat-and- 
mouse chase sequences and outra- 
geous coincidences that the last third 
of Collateral becomes. 

Like Kubrick, Mann probably also 
recognized the value in Cruise's 
confident, guarded demeanour. In 
interviews the actor is charming and 
charismatic, but it never seems ger: 
uine, as if he’s 
That unna natural calculated 
facade makes him perfect for the 
role. If Cruise explored that : 
detached humanity even further, he

YU-GI-OH!: THE MOVIE

YU-GI-OH!: THE MOVIE IS A 
masterpiece. It’s not a masterpiece in 
traditional ways. It doesn’t have a 
finely tuned plot, nor are its charac- 
ters especially unique or interesting. 
Instead, Yu-Gi-Oh! is the pinnacle of 
marketing synergy and manufac- 
tured consumer demand. It gener- 
ates this combination with such 

verve and panache it must be recog- 
nized for greatness in this field. But 
to understand fully how Yu-Gi-Oh!: 
The Movie mastered capitalism, you 
need to understand where the mar- 
keting cartoon came from and how 
Yu-Gi-Oh! is different from its prede- 
cessors. 

The era of the cross-marketing 
cartoon started in the 1980s with 
Strawberry Shortcake. While the 
ambiguously incestuous Wonder 
Twins from the Super Friends helped 
to sell toys in the "70s, it wasn’t until 
Shortcake that a cartoon was based 
ona toy instead of the reverse. 

Soon, a slew of other toy-based 
cartoons came into the market. 
Transformers invaded from Japan, 
My Little Pony pranced into every 
child’s home, and GI Joe sold action 
figures for patriotism and masculini- 
ty. With the 1990s, the volume was 
turned up and cartoons started sell- 


ing more than just toys. 

While Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turtles wasn’t a toy line first (it was 
an alternative comic) the cartoon 
was warped and mangled into a rep- 
resentation of the toys. Along with 
the toys emerged bed sheets, sham- 
poo, bikes, and Halloween cos- 
tumes. A movie begot a musical rock 
and roll tour, and all reaped ram- 
bunctious runts’ parents’ money. 

Power Rangers and Pokémon fol- 
lowed suit, creating ever more 
demand as it presented half-hour 
commercials to children. Then a TV 
show called Yu-Gi-Oh came along, 
and it was different. 

Before Yu-Gi-Oh, creators focused 
on the concepts and characters 
implied by the toys and then fleshed 
out their worlds to make the toys 
more appealing. Yu-Gi-Oh di 
this. The central product Yu-Gi-Oh 
sells is a collectable trading card 
game like Magic: the Gathering. The 
show doesn’t involve characters 
inspired by the card game; it is about 
characters who actually use the 
product. Each episode of the show 
revolves around a card game, as the 
characters duel against each other to 
see who the greatest champion is. 
This serves two purposes: first, each 
episode isn’t much more than a tuto- 
rial for playing the game; second, 
there is consistent encouragement to 
get newer and stronger cards, some 
of which cost upwards of $70. The

Yu-Gt The Movie is the culmi- 
nation of this clever marketing 
process. By watching this film, the 
viewer, in essence, pays to see a tech 
demo of the product. Moreover, the 
movie revolves around several pow- 
erful cards that appear to win the 
game in the film. Actual copies of 
the four cards are distributed at the 
door to the movie, so to get all four 
you need to see the movie four 
times. Pure brilliance. 

Of course, as a film Yu-Gi-Oh! is a 
stupid 90-minute version of the TV 
show, with mere television-quality 
animation. The movie is almost 
incomprehensible for someone who 
doesn’t play the game, and the mar- 
keting message is damaging to chil- 
dren and society in general. Given 
normal cinematic evaluation criteria, 
the movie would probably earn half 
a star. But that would just be a short- 
sighted, and perhaps cynical, inter- 
pretation of a marketing master- 
piece.

“It’s the most challenging thing to 
do on stage as an actor,” says 
Kauffman. “You're exploiting your 
own ridiculousness, and, as you do 
it, you hopefully create a sort of plea- 
surable horizontal relationship with 
the audience. Gaulier said it’s all 
about pleasure. If the actor is having 
so much pleasure on stage, as if he’s 
ina child’s game, it bursts upon the 
audience. Even within tragedy there 
has to be the pleasure of a game of 
make believe. He said a lot of 
method acting is torturous to the 
actor and therefore to the audience!” 

Harrington notes that the clown 
genre is also democratic, since it cap- 
tures a common experience: “With 
the clown you have constant failure 
and constant optimism at war with 
each other. The clown is always fail- 
ing then soldiering on. That's really 
the essence of the human condition, 
the constant struggle just to be opti- 
mistic even though you're in midst 
of catastrophe. An audience can see 
its own humanity in the clown and 
therefore can empathize. The success 
of the genre depends on the ability 
of the actor to harness those parts of 
himself in order to create that effect 
of seeing one's self in a mirror. It’s 
not about ‘Look how stupid you are, 
or look how stupid I am.’ It’s ‘look 
how stupid we all are.’ The clown is 
the great equalizer; the clown has 
acceptance in not fighting failure but 
in surrendering to it.”

The tales are enlivened by Dawe's 
rapid fire delivery and easy laid- 
back presence, the work is personal 
but with nods to the universal condi- 
tion of humanity... to whit, the work- 
ings of fate juxtaposed against the 
average Joe's striving to get by. 
Dawe calls his style “contrapuntal 
comedy” with different stories 
woven together and underscoring 
each other, much like a well-con- 
structed piece of music. 





SHITTY FOR HIM, 
GREAT FOR YOU? 
This year Dawe brings his 14th 

show to Edmonton. In The Curse of 
the Trickster we're invited to experi- 
ence his descriptions of “the shittiest 
evenings of my life.” The piece was 
inspired by an unfortunate 
encounter with the aforementioned 
Revenge says Dawe “This is a more 
provocative show than the others. 
It’s less story-based, not about a shit- 
ty job I had. I went to Mexico last 
year and ended up with 
Montezuma’s Revenge all night. I 
wanted to die. I was in San Miguel 
and didn’t have much to do, other 
than taking Spanish lessons. There 
are lots of Canadians and Americans 
there, but no one my age. I took 
longs walks just looking at colonial 
architecture and started writing 
down things ina little coil notebook. 
It'was not only about the worst 
evenings of my life, but also the 
things that piss me off, like my doe- 
tor’s bad handwriting, drivers, that 
kind of thing. I was miserable.

A quote from the Winnipeg Sun 
which runs “If George Carlin and 
Jerry Seinfeld had a baby, it'd be TJ 
Dawe” is a propos, considering that 
Dawe cites Carlin as one of his idols 
and says The Curse shares some of 
the American comic’s hallmarks. 

“Tt really combines humour and 
anger. It’s observational comedy. 
Carlin talks about annoying things 
people do and the audience gets to 
pat itself on the back and say ‘I don’t 
do that.’ In this show the audience 
gets to feel uncomfortable. In my last 
show in Saskatoon, I ad-libbed a line 
that made the audience change like 
lighting from laughing to hissing. It 
was one of the greatest feats of my 
career. I'm keeping it in.” 

That fluidity and the ability to add 
elements or improvise a great 
moment keep the work fresh, but it 
can affect the length of the piece, 
which can give Fringe i 
headaches says Dawe. “It always 
grows by 15 minutes, but this is the 
first time I’ve planned for it. It start-

“La Duchesse is older 
and certainly drunker, and way 
more bitter than I am, but she’s 
looking at her career in the past 
tense. It’s all about ‘When I was a 
star.’ You know as you watch her 
mourn this love she’s just been let- 
ting go of that it could be her last 
one. It’s with a much younger man 
and it’s sad because she’s 50-60 
years old and how often is she 
going to get a chance to be this 
Queen again. The play resonates on 
so many levels for me, from the 
addiction issues; she uses alcohol to 
block her emotions and just coming 
to terms with aging. That is the big 
fucking thing with this play for me. 
Also that it was written in 1969 and 
was decades ahead of its time. In 
terms of a Queen coming to terms 
with growing older, that there are 
experiences you will never again be 
able to access because you're an old 
man, no one’s done it better than 
Trembley” 

The material may be weighty, 
even though it’s laced with 
humour, but he’s confident his 
audience will be up for the ride. 
“What I love is that every time I’ve 
taken a step out of what they expect 
into something else, the audience 
has always gone with me for that 
ride. I'm really looking forward to 
that experience.”

RETRO FRINGE ANYONE? A 
cursory inspection of this year’s lav- 
ishly fin de siecle-inspired program 
reveals ten productions at the festi- 


val inspired by historical figures. 
Lady Jane Wilde aka Speranza; 

Mother of Oscar faces down Carry 
Nation, mother of Prohibition on

Stage 4; Sir John A. MacDonald, 
Canada’s most influential imbiber of 
gin shares the bench with New York 
Yankee Roger Maris on Stage 2, 
while different 
proclivities of a 
titillating nature 
are displayed in 
Quills and 
Burlesque. And 
let us not forget 
Paul Morgan 
Donald’s musi- 
cal tip of the hat 
to Shakespeare 
in Songs for a 
Dark Lady. 

Casting an eye 
backwards can 
reveal much 
about today. 
Take the subject 
of beauty for 
example. In 
Janet Munsil’s 
The Ugly 
Duchess, the 
audience is brought face to face with 
the “ugliest woman in history.” 
Margaret Maultasch, a medieval 
tuler of Tyrol was the model for the 
Ugly Duchess in Alice in Wonderland 
Here she is the inspiration for a 
work that examines physical attrac- 
tiveness and the value placed on it. 

“Beauty equals Goodness,” says 
Munsil. “Beauty was a very power- 
ful thing in the Middle Ages. I’m not 
sure if it still isn’t a powerful thing, 
Beauty does bestow certain advan- 
tages. In the case of this character, 
she really believes she can make up 
for lack of beauty by studying hard, 
being pious and cultivating a sense 
of humour—all the things we are 
told are more important than beau- 
ty. She spends the play trying to 
achieve all those goals but still can’t 
compensate for her lack of beauty. 
She's victimized because of it, even 
though she’s a desirable bride 
because of her political power.” 

Throwing a curve ball into the 
stage experience is the portrayal of 
Margaret by actor Paul Terry “It 
does mess around with gender roles. 
[The portrait in the National Gallery] 
looks like a man. It’s funny, Paul has 
been performing the play for 10 or 
12 years and people don’t look at it 
and say, ‘Oh, that’s a man in drag.’ 
The play has a lot to say about hav- 
ing a strong hand and masculine 
qualities as a woman.” 


TREADING THE PLANKS 

Strong women are the subjects of 
R (The 
Swashbuckling Tale 
of Anne Bonny and 
Mary Rend). In 
this tale, Seattle’s 
Kristina 
Sutherland and 
Desiree Prewitt 
bring the lives of 
two 18th Century 
female pirates to 
Stage 8. “Anne 
Bonny and Mary 
Read cross- 
dressed as men,” 
says Sutherland, 
“and they sailed 
with Calico Jack 
Rackam who was 
more famous for 

his colourful 


clothing than 
chat epula 

















However, R is not a rollicking 


female version of The Pirates of 
Penzance. Kristina Sutherland felt the 
story afforded an opportunity to tell 


the story of 
women getting 
by ina man’s 
world, “They 
were radically 
different. Anne 
Bonny was a rich 
girl who decided 
to run away from 
her father’s plan- 
tation to Jamaica 
3 in search of 
adventure. Mary 
Read was a poor 
woman who 
cross-dressed 
pretty much all 
life to make a liv- 
ing. She even 
fought with the 
British army in 
Flanders. They 
, become friends 
acini their differences. Although 
we wanted to do a show that reveals 
that there were pretty crappy things 
about being a pirate, the story’s pret- 
ty appealing. It’s the idea of the out- 
laws in the west. They get to do 
whatever they wanted because they 
lived outside the bounds of law. 
People romanticize this because in 
their own lives they have to follow 
rules.” 

And the swashbuckling nature of 
R allows Sutherland and Prewitt do 
what they love best: drawing swords 
“Desiree and I love sword play and 
love stage combat, Women generally 
don’t get to fight on stage unless it’s 
domestic abuse. This is a good 
chance to do some sword-fighting 
onstage. We work with rapiers, a 
dagger, knives, clubs, and a pistol 
among other things. There's a fair 
amount of violence.” 


HIGHLY IMPRESSIONABLE 

Oddly enough, swordplay comes 
up in Marty Chan’s new work, 
Repose, which details the affair 
between Impressionists Berthe 
Morisot and Eduard Manet, as well 
as the events surrounding Manet’s 
duel with art critic Louis Duranty. 
The duel was so intense that both 
sword blades buckled. 

Director Troy O'Donnell describes 
the piece as “an intricate memory 
play. Marty has given Berthe the 
point of view in reconstructing the 
events through her memory of them.

Double-duty directors make the most of 
unique opportunity to play

FOR MANY WOMEN, A SURFEIT 
of jewelry, perfume, stock portfolios, 
hostile takeovers, and all the myriad 
of treats which make life worth liv- 
ing are de rigueur. If the woman is a 
committed member of this city’s 
artistic community with an enviable 
reputation as a director, then 
inevitably one fine Fringe she will 
find herself wooed by many compa- 
nies to direct their nascent hit. [f 
she’s a moderate sort, she'll select 
one lucky company. If, however, she 
has an ability to juggle more than 
one successful suitor, she’ll accept 
some or all of the offers. 

This year, Mieko Ouchi and Eileen 
Sproule both found themselves the 
recipients of more than one offer. In 
Ouchi's case, two individuals 





approached her—Blair Wensley, 
who needed a director for Paul 
Selig’s The Mystery School, and Colin 
Doyle, who offered his new work 
Dear Penthouse. “I don’t think I could 
have chosen two more different 
plays,” says Ouchi, “but they chose 
me.” 


EVERYONE WANTS A SLICE 

Eileen Sproule decided she'd take 
on helming four productions. Pilk’s 
Madhouse, When the Wind Blows, 
Swashbucklers and Songs for a Dark 
Lady. “This is my Christmas rush 
because it’s the one time of year 
when everyone wants my particular 
slice of talent. The Fringe is when the 
work is there for me. | would have 
no objection to spreading it out over 
the year, but the Fringe is the time 
everyone's doing a show. It’s low- 
rent theatre with a high concentra- 


tion of audience, so of course it’s the 
time people commit to a co-op or 
collective situation.” 
Like Ouchi, Sproule says her pro- 

ductions “chose her.” At first blush, 
committing to four productions 
seems tantamount to insanity, but 
Sproule finds the experience rela- 
tively calm compared to other years. 
“One year I did one BYOV, two 
shows in addition to directing the 
opening and closing ceremonies. I 
started losing my keys and had to 
put them on a stupid string!” she 
laughs “We called it directing by 
triage, and that’s why I took last year 
off!” 

Sproule does admit that having 
her name on four projects at the fes- 
tival is less onerous than it sounds. 
“It’s all in the timing, Pilk’s been up

When the Wind Blows is a theatrical 
reworking of Raymond Brigg’s 1980 
satirical graphic novel which places 
a sweet old couple in the path of 
nuclear Armageddon.

It’s more 
about a man who's lost in unreal 
expectations looking for a real con-_ 
nection in his life. | told Colin I'd do

“Because we are lazy procrastinators, 
and we don't like to push ourselves,” 
he answers unhesitatingly.

It’s awrap 
Rolling up the Folk Fest tarp 


SO, FOR ANOTHER YEAR THE 
gathering on Gallagher Hill that 
brings performers from across the 
world to our town for a weekend of 
shared story, song, and experience 
has wrapped up. Wandering around 
the site, there is a combination of 
social gathering, the reunion of old 
friends, the introduction to new 
ones, and a musical smorgasbord. 
The first thing that struck me 
while relaxing on a friend’s tarp dur- 
ing Lucky Dube’s compelling per- 
formance, early Friday night, was 
the sound system. The brand new, 
million-dollar setup delivered the 
goods with clarity and bottom-end 
punch while, at the same time, it 


didn’t overpower any ears with a 


wash of sound. The new system 
taxed the site crew’s resources with 


an estimated 350 man-hours of set 


up time, but it was well worth it 
Later that evening, Michael Franti 


and Spearhead utilized the system 


to great effect with their set of politi- 


cally charged, rhythmic songs that 
carried the crowd off into the night. 


With only 17 acts scheduled for 


the main stage, part of the art of suc- 
cessful “folk festing” is making sure 
you catch the hot groups on the vari- 
ous “session” stages. If | had one 
complaint about the “sessions” this 
year, it would be that there was a 
lack of interplay between musicians.

| had been told to maybe expect an all- 
access pass for FolkFest—an exciting 
weekend of free food and beer on top of 
all that free music. | was so convinced of 
my importance that | didn’t even bother 
with the usual pillaging and selling of my 
CD collection to Support my evil weekend 
habit of eating. 

But, as all you wiser people out there 
know, the minute you think you can rest 
on your laurels, you're fucked. 

So, left to schlep in the beer gardens

And then, | actually became interested

And so, this week and next, as the 
tents come down, the fences are 
rolled, the sound gear is packed up, 
and Gallagher Hill once again 
reverts to its natural state, we can all 
look ahead to Folk Festival number 
26, and wonder what discoveries 
await us.

NO, IT’S NOT A BUNCH OF 
songs about late-night, drunken 
rants at the take-out window about 
your disappointment over the 
unavailability of McVeggie Burgers. 

The title is a reference to the CD’s 
rare and risky recording processes 
that, once set in motion, was a great 
success, and an inspiration to every- 
one involved. 

A Drive-Thru record was con- 
ceived by local lawyer, Gord 
Collins, who drummed up enough 
money from both himself and other 
lawyers for local musician Rob 












Malowany (Devilsplendor) to make 
a CD showcasing the talents of 
Edmonton singer/songwriters. 
Malowany, relishing this exception- 
al opportunity, strove to make a 
unique, budget-conscious compila- 
tion. With these two criteria in mind 
the idea for a Drive Thru Record was 
born. 

“Instead of a compilation album 
where people submit songs, every- 
body came into the studio,” explains 
Malowany. “We booked the studio 
for four days and got in three or 
four artists a day. Everyone had 
three hours: it was like, get in, teach 





your song to the band, record it, do 
all your tracks and overdubs. Then, 
boom—out. But it worked because I 
didn’t actually have to teach anyone 
how to record. That was a huge fac- 
tor.” 

The recording was done at Wolf 
Willow Sound with the indispens- 
able aid of producer/sound engi- 
neer and studio co-principal John 
Blerot. 

Patrons of the arts are rare and 
wonderful beings, and Malowny is 
as appreciative of them as he is of 
everybody involved. “The sell for 
me was that it’s a community ori- 
ented project where everybody's a 
part of creating something—the 
people who've put up the money, 
the people who've recorded it, the 
people who've organized it.” 

The project is a two-tiered ven- 
ture, wherein getting the CD made 
was only half the battle. The upcom- 
ing live show is the only place 
where the CD is available, and 
therefore the only way Malowany et 
al will see any financial return. 

“There's no distribution on this. I 
didn’t make a contract on it to sell it 
in stores. That’s why the show is the 
only place to get the CD. I need the 
show to work out and I need people

DILLINGER ESCAPE PLAN IS UNDOUBT- 


edly one of the most original and unique 
bands to appear in metalV/hardcore histo- 
ry. Along with a handful of others, the 
band destroyed musical barriers with 
unequaled and mathematical precision in 
a genre that was—by most accounts— 
growing stagnant. 

On Miss Machine the band displays 
such a stunning level of musicianship that

it’s hard to feel anything but overwhelmed 
during the first few listens. With a severe 
regiment of odd time signatures played at 
frenzied speeds with fierce intensity to 
jazz-influenced musings that highlight the 
proficiency of the band, it’s obvious that 
these guys are at the top of their game. 
But it soon becomes apparent that the 
band has also grown significantly as 
songwriters. The songs sound more 
cohesive than ever before, and sections 
of clever and straightforward 4/4 grooves 
propel the frantic blasting even farther. 
There are plenty of exciting moments on 
the disc that come from a band exploring 
different avenues and rejecting any possi- 
bly confining restrictions. 

New singer Greg Puciato obviously 
owes a huge stylistic debt to Mike Patton. 
It's not really surprising, as Dillinger 
Escape Plan's pairing with Patton on 
2002's /rony is a Dead Scene EP first 
demonstrated the potential the band 
could harness with a diversified vocal 
presence. Still, it is a bit too similar in 
parts, and distracts every once in a while. 
Also, some of the synth-driven industrial 
leanings don’t suit the band all that well. 
However, most of the other electronics 
add nicely to the songs’ textures and are 
well placed. 

What it all amounts to is a sometimes 
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meandering, often brilliant, and always 
progressive record that reinforces 
Dillinger Escape Plan’s position as one of 
the most vital and original acts around.

Victory Lounge offers change for 
Edmonton’s dance scene 


IF PEOPLE SEEM TO BE WALK- 
ing around a little happier these 
days—and a little more tired— 
blame the Victory Lounge. In just 
over a month of operation, people 
seem pleasantly enamored with 
what's happening in the lounge situ- 
ated in the basement of the Starlite 
Room. “We just want to give people 
a choice in what's going on right 
now,” says Eli Klein of the Victory 
Lounge. “Our weekly lineup is 
made up of well-known people who 
all have extreme enthusiasm about 
and for the music itself. They 
approached us with their new con- 
cepts and ideas.” 

There are many ideas about what 
music is in the pub-like, house-party 
atmosphere of Victory, but, as far as 
dance music is concerned, some of 
the newest sounds of the under- 
ground can be found at Nrmls 
Wlam, hosted by DJ Nik7 (aka Nik 
Kozub) on Thursday nights and at 
Covert, hosted by veteran jock 
David Stone and the up-and-com- 
ing Luke Morrison on Saturdays. 

Be it crazy hip-hop mashups, the 
latest sounds from Berlin, or the criti- 
cally lauded party sounds of the 
Output and Ghostly International 
labels, DJ Nik7’s fun, laid-back atti- 
tude, eclectic playlists, and crazy 
website have made Nrmls Wlem an 
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instant hit on nae nights with 
party kids and jaded record nerds 
alike. “I have no time for preten- 
sion,” says Kozub; “I don’t under- 
stand the pretension that club people 
can have. I play records that I buy 
and love, and, when I play them, 
hopefully other people like them too. 
If not, wait for the next one.” 

It’s a revitalizing approach that 
comes to reverberate through the 
crowd. “You have to love a DJ that 
gets out on the dancefloor,” says 
Klein. “It’s refreshing to see someone 
like Nik, whether he’s behind the 
decks or gleefully flipping through 
his special orders at the record store.” 

“My excitement reflects what is 
happening all over the scene,” says 
Kozub; “Tm new to dance music as a 
lot of people are, right now. People 
previously involved in bands and 
rock are discovering how deep dance 
music really is. The crossover is cre- 
ating an exciting time. I want it to be 
a night of people just having fun, but 
I don’t want it to appeal to just one 
scene. I think that’s been successful 
so far.”

Exciting times can also be had on 
Saturdays. “Covert, on the most 
immediate level, is about electronic 
dance music,” says Stone, 
“Something upfront and funky, and 
as an alternative to the normal house 
nights. There are some fantastic 
house nights in the city, but there are 
other sounds in the spectrum that 
need to be addressed.” 

Stone and Morrison focus on what 
is identified as the “progressive” 
house sound. Known for its more 
melodic and synthetic approach to 
classic 4/4 beats, it’s the sound creat- 
ed by Underworld and Deep Dish, 
and some groups in the US. But it’s a 
sound that isn’t as limited as some 
think. 

“That term can be restrictive,” 
Stone warns. “T’ve never felt just tied 
to that. The UK sound is there in my 
sets, but there’s a New York sound 
and a rock influence in how I play as 
well. While I’m playing, I may go 
into a tribal groove or breakbeat, but 
then I take it somewhere else—really 
gut-driven but underground as 
well.” 

Although Stone has had a number 
of nights in the city in the past, he’s 
looking forward to the potential of 
expanding what people may think 
of “progressive,” and he aims to do 
so with the lesser known but highly 
respected Morrison and Erin Eden. 
“Luke Morrison has a sincere con- 
nection to music, and [he] didn’t 
care what people thought of what he 
liked when he started,” observes 
Stone. “He wasn’t looking for a 
clique. Luke’s a great partner for the 
night because we understand a lot of

How to eat lobster by the bagful 


| DIDN'T REALLY KNOW WHAT 
to expect from my visit to Maine, a 
state best known to many non-resi- 
dents for its featured role in Stephen 
King novels, or for the unflattering 
depiction of its regional dialect on 
TV sitcoms. But I did know that 
when I got there I would want to eat 
some lobster. Indeed, if such a 
notion hadn’t crossed my mind 
beforehand, I would have been 
cajoled into submission by means of 
countless roadside advertisements 
and seasonal kiosks boasting 
“wicked good seafood.” The lobster 
isn’t so much a foodstuff here as an 
institution, one that merits depiction 
on the state’s license plate and has 
forced the legion of McDonald's 
restaurants dotting the landscape to 
add lobster rolls to their standard 
menu. 

Though highly revered, lobsters 
are in such abundant supply that 
you can secure a generous portion of 
the live article for the same price 
you'd pay fora pack of Marlboros or 
a six-pack of that watery headache 
juice that is American beer. Those 
beady-eyed cockroaches of the sea 
run around $4.69 per pound, which, 
even after the currency exchange, is 
about half what you would expect to 
pay in landlocked Edmonton. 

A relative of mine, by marriage, 
has a couple of different “lobster 
guys” that he uses for his supply; a 
crustacean pipeline takes him direct- 
ly to their homes, where only the 
most recently dislocated lobsters are 
available for sale. Ironically, he’s 
only a middleman who provides 
lobsters to friends and visitors as a 
courtesy. Born and raised on a ranch 
in Colorado, he has an utter disdain 
for these comestibles of the sea, and, 
while I was fiending for shellfish, he 
was fixing to dine on Maine's other 
signature food: tacos.

Lobsters are, frankly hideous 
to look at, with horny green cara- 
paces, beady eyes ogling around 
above repulsive mandibles, eight 
arachnoid legs sprouting from their

scalloped thoraxes and those big 
nutcracker claws that might appear 
formidable under water but which 
flop about ina grotesque, clunky 
parody of functionality on dry land 
I could see past physical appear- 
ances sufficiently well to know that 
these beasties would make for 
mighty fine eating. 

A gourmet item though it may be, 
a lobster is almost fool-proof in 
terms of preparation: 1) Fill the 
biggest pot you have with water; 2) 
Bring it to a boil; 3) Add as many 
lobster as will fit; 4) Return the water 
toa boil; 5) Cook for 10 — 12 minutes. 
Beyond that, melt some butter, slice 
up some crusty bread, make a green 
salad, and you're in business. 


WHAT'S THAT SOUND? 
Controversy rages around 
whether a lobster actually suffers 
when hurled—alive—into a boiling 
pot of water. There's even an old 
wives’ tale that you can hear the lob- 
ster scream when it hits the water 
and that, if you look closely, you can 
observe the little sea-bug’s final 
death throes as it succumbs to a bru- 
tal death by boiling. Debunkers have 
claimed that the lobster dies an 
instantaneous death due to shock 
upon submersion, and that the con- 
traction of its toothsome flesh inside 
the shell causes both a faint, high-

pitched sound and whatever move- 
ment might follow, This actually 
sounds like bullshit to me, but if you 
think that chickens and cows enjoy 
peaceful, dignified conversions into 
drumsticks and hamburgers, feel 
free to salve your conscience in 
whatever manner you need to 
Another handy tip for avoiding 
remorse: don’t name your lobster 
before you cook it, it will only make 
things harder for you, and the lob- 
ster won't care one way or the other. 

But what should make things easi- 
er for you is that a lobster is uniquely 
delicious, however complicated it 
may be to get at their most delec- 
table parts. Luckily for my co-diners 
and I, our lobster guy had fixed us 
up with the soft shell variety. With 
just a few well-placed blows with 
the edge of a heavy knife, we gained 
access to its most tender morsels 
The tail, obviously, is highly prized 
because it represents the largest, 
densest concentration of meat within 
the lobster. The true lobster aficiona- 
do, however, will tell you there’s 
very little about a lobster you can’t 
eat. Even those hideous, spindly 
arachnoid legs contain cream-and- 
pink bits of soft, juicy meat. The 
eruption of green gunk that falls out 
of its abdomen when you separate 
the tail is a delicacy to the adventur- 
ous, as are the contents of the head 
and eyeballs. But my dad, a lobster 
eater since his beardless youth, 
vouches for the singular tenderness 
of the meat nested in the cartilage 
that underpins the lobster’s legs. 
And hey, don’t you owe it to the lit- 
tle fella to make as much use of its 
mortal remains as you can?
